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UNION MAN ONCE FREED 
ADMITS KILLING DETECTIVE 


Goes Into Court Voluntarily in Suit of Slain 
| Man’ s Heirs and Confesses 1910 Murder 
- -—(Can’t Be Retried. 


By Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., June 5.—Lee Cage, 
a member of the Iron Molders’ Union 
of Wheeling, W. Va., confessed in the 
United States District Court *ere tc- 
day that he killed Detective John J. 
Reardon of Pittsburg at Steubenville, 
O., in 1910. The killing occurred dur- 
ing a period of labor trouble. 

It developed that Cage had been tried 
at Steubenville more than a@ year ago on 
a charge of having murdered Reardon, 
and that he was acquitted. He refused 
to take the witness stand. 

Cage’s confession today was made in 
connection with a civil hearing before 
Judge Sater. 

Cannot Be Tried Again, 

Having been in jeopardy once, another 
trial on the same charge is barred un- 
der the Constitution and the laws of 
Ohio. 

Cage’s confession resulted in speedy 
dismissal of proceedings which were 
pending before Judge Sater involving 
the disposition of $5000 reward money 
offered by the commissioners of Jeffer- 
son County and another suit by Rear- 
don’s adminstrator to collecet $5000 dam- 
ages from Jefferson County because .of 
wie death. 


Following Cage’s admission that he 
fired the shots which virtually riddled 
the body of the Pittsburg detective, an 
agreed order was entered, allowing the 
dead’s man heirs $1500. 

After settlement of the case Cage left 
the courtroom hurriedly and is said to 
have started for Wheeling. 

The appearance of Cage on the wit- 
ness stand came as a surprise to at- 
torneys for ‘Reardon's estate. He de- 
clared he had come into court volun- 
tarily. 

‘So you were not satisfied with having 
killed Detective Reardon, but now come 
into court and confess to that crime, so 
that you may help to defraud the little 
daughter of your victim out of what 
rightfully belongs to her?’’ queried At- 
torney Lewis. 

“They Buried Him, Didn’t They t”’ 

“Oh, I don’t know as I am,” retorted 
Cage. 

* Judge Sater, apparently stunned by 
Cage’s unexpected admission that he 
killed Reardon, said: 

“You really mean to tell this Court 
that you assassinated that man?” re- 
ferring to Reardon. 

“They buried him, didn’t they?’ was 
Cage’s answer.

Flame Shoots Up in University! 
City Until the Pipe Is Capped 
at 2:30 A. M. 


Residents of University City thought 
a natural gas well had been discovered 
and set on fire Wednesday night, when 
theyssaw a brilliant flame flashing up 
into the air on Pennsylvania avenue, 
immediately west of the St. Louis city 
limits; The flame burned until 2: 30 
a. m. Thursday. 

The display was.caused by the punc- 
turing of a gas main in the street, 
which was being paved. The point of a 
steam,.plow tore a hole in the main; 
and the gas rushed into the fire box, 
causing an explosion. It was a high 
pressure main, and the gas shot high 
in the air, burning with great brilliancy. 

The University City fire department 
was called out, but water had no effect 
on the flames. Dirt was thrown on the 
main, but the pressure blew it away. A

40 MEN GIVING NEW 
SKYSCRAPER A BATH 


Forty men are scrubbing 250,000 square 
feet of wall surface. What does the 
average housewife think of that as ar. 
item of house cleaning? 

The new Railway Exchange Building 
is being bathed. The bath began 
Wednesday, and if the cleaners succeed 
in scrubbing 14,000 square feet of the 
building’s outer surface a day, as they 
expected to do, they will finish the jo» 
June 17. 

There are 3360 outside windows in 
the building, which covers the entire 
ground space of the block between 
Sixth and Seventh and Olive and Lw- 
cust streets. In cleaning the. building 
the small army of scrubmen must also 
wash the outside of the windows. 

The building is two blocks high, or 
one-eighth of a mile from the ground 
to the room. It will require 16 barrels 
of soap powder and 250 sponges and 
brushes to clean the building. 

The cleaners work on 10 28-foot scaf- 
folds, four men to each scaffold, so 
that each squad covers a 28-foot bay

to appear before the committee. Mrs. 
Robins took the witness stand after | 
P. C. Baker, superintendent of the Fa- | 
mous-Barr Co., had testified as to wages | 
paid the women workers in the Famous- | 
Barr store. 

Mrs. Robins said industries that did 
not pay living wages to girl workers: 
were parasitic, and that the community , 
at large had to make up the deficit. In 
Chicago, she said, a girl ought to have 
$2 a week for her room and $1.0 a.day 
for her meals. 

Here Lieutenant-Governor Painter 
asked Mrs. Robbins whether a-minimum 
wage law would not drive girls out of 
employment and cause their places to 
be filled by men. She said she did not 
think it would, and cited the enactment 
of the 10-hour law in Illinois as proof 
that girls were benefited in one particu- 
lar instance by legislation. 

Before the law was passed girls em- 
ployed as ticket sellers at the elevated 
railroad stations were paid $2.05 a dc 
for 12 hours’ Work, seven days a week 
she said. 

The employers threatened to dis- 
charge the girls and employ men if 
the law was passed, she said. When thc 
law was passed the company reduced 
the working hours to nine hours a day’, 
increased the pay to $2.15, and gave the 
girls every third Sunday off. 

Mrs. Robins declared women not only 
ought to work, but that they enjoyed 
being among the multitude, preferring 
that to the home. She said her work 
was to make women more rebellious, 
for the purpose of demanding more for 
their services and better working con- 
ditions. 

“Has not women’s employment in the 
industries enforced women’s slavery in 
this country?’ Painter asked. 

‘‘Yes,”’ said Mrs. Robins. 

“And are not the women workers 
more firmly in bondage than the Afri- 
can slaves, who were valuable to their 
owners, and were properly fed and tak- 
en care of? Do not employers now 
know that when they wear one girl out 


they can get another to take her 
place?’’ 
Mrs. Robins said these statements 


were true. Painter asked ner then if 
the women were taken out of the in- 
dustries and lived at hotne, and took 
care of the families, if, they would not 
be better off, and if the men would not 
also get higher wages and be better able 
to provide for their families. 

“Every woman is entitled to work’ in 
this country,” insisted Mrs. Robins. 

“Will not her employment in indus- 
tries result in such a decrease in chil- 
dren that the country will eventually 
beome depopulated?”’ 

“Oh, no,” said Mrs. Robins. ‘‘There 
are 25,000 children in my ward in Chi- 
cago.”’ 

“But are they not the children of for- 
eign-born people, and do you not find 
in every city among the American- -born 
people that there are fewer children 
from year to year?” 

Mrs. Robbins said these facts were 
true. She said she would be glad to see 
people go to the country to live, where 
they would have more room and better 
air, but insisted that under existing 
conditions there was not much work for 
women to do in homes, and it was bet- 
ter for them to be engaged in gainful 
occupations. 3 

Painter asserted that women agitators 
like Mrs. Robbins were responsible for 
much of the concentration of population 
and the women’s slavery that both de- 
clared existed.

With Miller wounded in such a way 
that he could not use his revolver, 
Whitten drove him from the house.

French Investors in 
road’s Bonds Stirred Up Over 
Sudden Receivership.

PARIS, June 5.—Because of the fling- 


ing of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad system into a_ receivership, 
there is a mighty hubbub among French 
investors who lately had been induced 
to buy $28,000,000 of Frisco bonds as a 
Secure ‘‘family investment,’’ and repre- 
Sentatives of at least two Paris banks, 
Beneaud and Jarisioski, have departed. 
for America to investigate. They are 
now on the ocean, and are due at New 
York on Saturday. 

The excuse of the New York Stock 
Exchange that! anybody might have 
known from the quotations that sol- 


tajn, does not satisfy or even seriously 
impress the French, especially in view 
of the fact that $3,000,000 of the bonds 
Were sold here as late as last April, 
when insiders must, it is argued, have 
known what was coming. 

As for the Paris bankers and brokers, 
though they vary considerably in their 
moral attitudes toward the whole affair 
of the receivership, they are unanimous 


jin the belief that it will have an adverse 


effect for years in France and Europe 
on future American issues of railroad 
and industrial securities. 
Paris Bankers’ Position. 
All of the Paris bankers directly it 


volved in marketing the Frisco securi-\ 


ties refuse, so far, to issue statements. 
They plead that they lack definite in- 
formation as to exactly what happened 
in America as between the Frisco line 
officers and the New York bankers wh> 
handled the loan. 

One group of Paris bankers hold the 
expressed belief, in general terms, that 
greed for underwriters’ commissions 
was to blame for the sale of these se- 
curities to the French public. The Paris 
bankers, who dealt in the issue were, 
according to some of their friends, de- 
ceived by reports they got from America 
as to the financial standing of the rail- 
road. 

Another group on the Bourse, repre- 
senting the largest houses, who claim 
to be better informed on American se- 
curities, assert there has not been 
proven any underwriting greed or Yan- 
kee deception. 

Underwriters’ Commission. 

The Post-Dispatch is informed that the 
underwriting commission was low, the 
Paris bankers recommending the bonds 
in good faith as a sound investment. It 
is also stated here to be the belief of the 
Paris underwriters that the American 
bankers recently had been positively as- 
sured that all was secure and that no 
receivership was possible. 

There were many cable inquiries, it is 
admitted, as to the discrepancy between 
the Paris-New York and Paris-Berlin 
quotations on the Frisco bonds, but these 
discrepancies, it is now said, were due 
to the usual and well-known conditions, 
in the French investment market be- 
cause of the stubborn “psychology” of 
the French investment seekers. 

Serious Effect on Securities, 

It is asserted in the third place, that 
there was no deception of the French 
bankers by the Speyers of New York or 
cther Americans, the Speyers themselves 
being as much in the dark as anybody 
here on the approaching receivership. 

The Speyers, it is said by their asso- 
ciliates here, acted in perfectly good faith 
and had no time or chance to prevent 
the receivership. 

Fear is expressed that the Frisco af- 
fair, coming so soon after the Westing- 
house and Telephone and Telegraph flo- 
tation episodes, will have a serious ef- 
fect on the further introduction of 
American securities here for the next 
10 years, even if it does not absolutely 
close the largest general investment 
market here so far as American issues 
are concerned. Paris is slow to believe 
the Frisco receivership was an accidental 


incident. 


Frisco System Is Now in the Custody 
of the Court. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 56.—Thomas 
H. West and B. L. Winchell, who were 
appointed receivers for the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railway system, May 
“7, conferred here with United States 
Circuit Judge Sanborn regarding re- 
ceivership proceedings. Judge Sanborn 
did not appoint a third receiver or fix 
the salaries of those already acting, as 
was expected. 

The regular administration orders in 
receivership cases were given by Judge 
Sanborn. The Frisco system now is in 
the custody of the Court, and the cur- 
rent receipts will be applied to liquidate 
ihe claims of creditors. 

The name of a third receiver or when 
he will be appointed was not made 
known, Judge Sanborn declining to dis- 
cuss that matter. The two receivers 
departed for St. Louis following the 
conference.

PAUL, Minn., June &—A rumor 
that B. L. Winchell, one of the receivers 
of the Frisco road, would be appointed 
president of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, to succeed Howard Elliott, gained 
circulation here, following a short con- 
ference between James J. Hill and 
Winchell. 

“I do not care to discuss the matter,”’ 
Hill told the Associated Press when 
asked concerning the rumor. 

Winchell also declined to tell the na- 
ture of his talk with Hill.

the market at close to 50 cents.on the 
dollar. The Stock Exchange, which in- 
vited public trading in all the securitios 
as those of an amply solvent property, 
is taking refuge in the usual excuse that 
anybody might know from quotations 
that solvency was not certain. 

But these excuses somehow do not 
impress French investors who had late- 
ly been induced to buy $28,000,000 of 
Frisco bonds as a secure “family in- 
vestment.” They do not quite excusd 
the fact that $3,000,000 of the bonds 
were sold there as late as last April, 
when insiders must have known the 
conditions bordered on bankruptcy. 
They seem only to increase the wonder 
which finds expression through M. Da 
Verneull, at the head of the Paris 
stockholders, who tells the New York 
Herald’s correspondent that if things 
are found to be as they now appear, 
“no more American stocks will be ad- 
mitted to quotation on the floor or the 
curb of the Paris Bourse."’ 

If Wall Street gave more time to re- 
forming its own business morals and 
less time to beating off the outside pres- 
sure for reform, might it not find great- 
er advantage?

The people of the late Ardeola blamed 
the Osage Valley Railroad for the ca- 


Jamity, and they were so firmly con 


vinced that the soulless corporation was 
the cause of their loss that 38 of them 
breught suit against the railroad. The 
one ex-heome-owner who did not seek 
redress at the hands of the court was 
John Lester, although his home was 
among the first to go. 

Lester was a lawyer, and had been 
referred to by the press on several ec- 
casions as “promiiging.’”” The other 38 
lesers intrusted their case to him, and, 
in order that he might go into the bat- 
tle as the legal representative of the 
people, with no interests other than 


those assumed in that capacity, he en- 


tered no claim against the railroad. 

It was a very generous act, indeed, 
considering that the people he rep- 
resented, having lost their all, could 
pay no retainer. In fact, the amount 
he could recover, if any at all, being 
entirely problematical, no promises of 
compensation were given. 

That it was to be a bitter fight 
was evident. The railroad company, 
not satisfied to let its legal represen- 
tative at Westvalia defend it, sent 
of the shining lights of 
the law department to assist him.

Mike Murphy, of 
Olympic Games 
Renown, Is Dead 


PHILADELPHIA, June 5.—The fun- 
eral of Michael C. Murphy, the famous 
developer of athletes who died yester- 
day afternoon, will be held here Monday 
morning. Murphy’s death was due to 
a complication of diseases. 

Murphy was born in Natick, Mass., in 
1860, and early in life won recognition as a 
trainer of athletes. He was long identified 
with Yale but began as an athletic trainer 
in 1885, when he took charge of John L. 
Sullivan, then champion heavyweight pugilist 
of the world. ‘In 1887 he went to .Yale and 
served three years, going to the Detroit Ath- 
letic Club in 1890. Later he returned to 
Yale. Next he came to Pennsylvania and 
then went back to Yale, only to return to 
Pennsylvania. 

He handled the American team in three 
Olympic games, having charge of the last 
victorious Yankee squad. He also trained 
the New York A. C. when it defeated the 
London Athletic Club in 1895. He never was 
a robust man and has been in poor health for 
the past 15 years. Two weeks ago he was 
the recipient of an automobile, presented by 
his friends in the Detroit Athletic Club.
